HIGHEST AND LOWEST POINTS IN THE WORLD. 


The maximum difference in elevation of land in the 
United States is 14,777 feet, according to the geological sur­ 
vey of the Department of the Interior. Mount Whitney, the 
highest point, is 14,501 feet above sea level, and a point in 
Death Valley is 274 feet below sea level. These two points 
which are both in California, are less than 90 miles apart. 
This difference is small, however, as compared with the 
figures for Asia. Mount Everest rises 29,002 feet above sea 
level, whereas the shores of the Dead Sea are 1,290 feet 
below sea level, a total differenc in land heights of 30,292 
feet. Mount Everest has never been climbed. 
The greatest ocean depth yet found is 32,088 feet, at a 
point about 40 miles north of the island of Mindanao, in the 
Philippine Islands. The ocean bottom at this point is there­ 
fore more than 111 
miles below the summit of 
Mount 
Everest.

For the past half-century the birth rate in France has 
steadily decreased and as it grew smaller the government 
became mor concerned over the outcome.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—Henry 
M. Dawes, comptroller of the cur- j 
rency, made an opening appeal to 
the country In his annuay report 
today for the preservation and pro­ 
tection of the national hanks. 
The national banking system, he 
said, deserves more consideration 
than it recently has received. He 
insisted that it is now a question 
for congress to decide whether the 
several unfortunate factors bearing 
on the system shall continue or 
whether “we shall sit idly by and 
apathetically 
watch 
its 
retrogra- 
tion.” 
One of the principle influences 
cited by' Mr. Dawes was the “per­ 
sistent suggestion” that the office 
of Comptroller of the Currency be 
abolished. 
Another factor 
charac­ 
terized as equally important is the 
agitation over branch banking. 
The Comptroller, Mr. Dawes as­ 
serted, possesses many powers sus­ 
ceptible of arbtrary and rigid en­ 
forcement. but he declared it is 
not now vhe policy and never bas 
been to employ them in any way 
that would not further the banking 
interests of the country. He de­

should act as a coordinator and use 
his broad powers only for the spec!
